Councillor'Bal^et* iii clear-headed and 
always'to 'the point; it is satisfac- 
tory to see a man of his eulibro grapple 
with the e.tistiug evils ;iri.siiig from the 
abaonce of regulntioii.s for [mblic con- 
vey aiicen for hire. 

.Vt present each driver a.sk.s for his 
farn wha^gver^mouut^he may dictate, 
and in nutnerousinBtnnu'e.s iiui)ose.s .such 
a tariir upon n passenger as to e-\citn 
ineittal backward imiycrs, and general- 
ly to jiut him into .so disturbed a con- 
dition of temper as to mar the enjoy- 
ment of his ride.

A. well-regulated 
hack .systoni enjoining moderate faros 
is ab.solutoly necessary in the interests 
of our visiting population, and would 
hI.so be enjoyed hy 61d time residents. 

Councillor Baker merits the thanks 
of the community for his nicntioning 
the desirability of issuing hack by- 
laws, and it is eiicouragiiig to see that 
this question which frightened the local 
government is about to be handled by 
our pre.sent iiiunicipal council.

A bank robbery, novel in its conception 
and execution, was diacQveirod last Wed- 
nesday, tho Bank of British North Am- 
erica, at 219 Sanaonio street, being tho 
victim and David Burt, the paying teller, 
tho person accupod of the crime. Thia 
bank is a branch of a bank of the same 
title in England, there being a socond 
branch in Canada, and aa a precautionary 
moasure against irregularitieaan iaspector 
pays each of the liranchea a visit at what- 
ever time ho sees Jit. Last Wednesday 
thia Inspector stepped into tho bank in 
this city, made liiunclf known to the 
Prosidenl, and without further delay 
walked into tho paying teller's dupurt- 
nicnt, atid picked up ,a qoin-Bliovcl coni- 
menced to remove the coin from the trays 
in which it lay. He had nol progressed 
very far before the shovel caino in con- 
tact with some foreign substance. Tilt- 
ing up the try, which ostensibly held 
§20,000 in gold, he discovered a large 
iiurober of wooden checkers. Word was 
sent to Chief Orowloy, who detailed De- 
tective Bohen to attend to the case. 
After interviewing the sevoral attaches 
of the bank, including Burt and a second 
paying tollor, Bohen fastened suspicion 
on Burt and lodged him in the city pri- 
son pending a more careful investigation 
of Ihb dedeption. '■ • — 

DU.M.UY I'Olh'. 

As the result of his labors ho learned 
from Goorgo Neil, tho messenger of the 
bank, that about nine months ago Burt 
instructed him to buy two seta of check- 
ers, which he did, placing hia purchase 
ill tho hands of Buvt at the first favora- 
ble opportunity that presented itself. 
Burt, it is alleged, selected from tho 
many trays in his clinrgo two, full of old 
and partially worn twenty-dollar pieces. 
In the rear rows, each of whioh)qqnt«in- 
ed five piles of coin of a valuB'"'oil' $400, 
he placed two checkers, one upon the 
other, making a wooden thickness of 
eight twenty-dollar pieces, and then cov- 
ered them with coin. Fifty of these 
checkors wore foiind in one tray, showing 
that twenty five piles had been made at 
the bottom of tho coin, with a spurious 
representation of $1000. At tho bottom 
of tha second tray and in the roar rows 
were also discovered silver half-dollars, 
conionted together to koop them from 
shifting, and representing about §4000 
more, the total deficit amounting to at 
least §8000. When the prisoner was 
questioned ho positively denied any 
knowledge of the presence'of the dummy 
coin or of sending tho messenger to pur- 
clia.se tlui checkers. Burt has been thu 
regular paying teller of tho bank for four 
yuara, but about three months ago was 
transferred to another department on ac- 
count of the absence of an attache, wh* 
is to return in three weeks, at vhioh time- 
Burt was to resume his former position. 
This temporary paying teller told the de- 
tective that when ho took thaplaco Burt 
requested of him to pay out only new 
coin, most of which is dated 1881 and 
1882, and not to touch tho old coin in 
the two "ofT' trays, giving as his reason 
that customers preferred ! to', ^jjeti coin of 
the latest dates. '"' ' 

THE USl'AL OAtlSES. 

Suspecting nothing the teller did as re- 
quested, left the old coin alone — simply 
transferring the trays containing it', ffroip' 
tho vault to tho table" aiid back ogain." 
Later it was discovered that Burt had 
boon dealing heavily in mining securities, 
having a running account with Sanderson 
& Cook, stock brokers on Pine street,, 
which mounted into sums too large to he 
consistent with his salary of SlOOOa year. 
Not satisfied with losing'Jiis zxaoMy in 
stock gambling, ho, as an additional ei- 
citeinont, courted tlio society of some of 
the soiled doves in tho upper cirolea of 
the demi-moiule to such, an extent that at 
present ho is without a cent. A rule of 
this bank is that aU attaches are compelled 
to give bond according to iho position 
they hold. As Burt's was one of the 
most reapoasible, hia bond amounts to 
Al OinOO . fin thut iti^)<'bknt/i pfibiaina -nep.
